shipping. Tho common 
practice of 
holding eggs for a higher market price 
iii autumn results in poor quality and 
serious loss instead of gain. 
Under 
ordinary farm conditions, eggs should 
never be held. 
The farmer, however, 
Is not the only one responsible for the 
shrunken eggs on the market. 
Coun­ 
try 
merchants 
have 
been 
equally 
blamable for the annual loss. 
A fresh egg will absorb odors as 
readily as fresh milk. 
Mustiness or 
moldy growth in erg cases or fillers 
will taint the egg and lower its qual­ 
ity. 
Eggs should not bo stored in musty 
cellars, or in rooms with fruit, vege­ 
tables or fish. 
The flock should never be allowed 
to drink filthy water, be fed musty 
grains or strong-flavored 
vegetables, 
as onions and garlic, or given access 
to decaying meat or substances that 
I w ill flavor the product and Impair its 
quality.

The charge of milkers Is, as a rule, 
detrimental. 


Clip the horse. It will help to keep 
him healthy. 


Irregular times of milking are al­ 
ways damaging. 


Plenty of shade for yarded poultry 
flocks now is required. 


It is not a good plan to mix warm 
milk with that already cooled. 


Keep the chicks growing. They will 
appreciate any tender green feed. 


For the fence flying habit, try clip­ 
ping the larger feathers off one wing.

If you wish that young heifer to 
develop into a wild cow, turn ber in 
an out-of-the-way pasture where you 
seldom see her. 


The leaver tb^ *emperature at churn­ 


ing time the smaller will he the loss 
of butter fat and the less washing the 
butter requires. 


Oftentimes the one who has dairy 
butter for sale must take his pay in 
trade, while those who sell cream get 
nothing but cash. 


A good way to strain milk is to put

railroads for August aggregate $30,- 


313,918, an increase of .a per cent, as 


compared with the earnings of the 
same roads for

T h ese roads reported a loss for the 


first three weeks of the month, so 
that an improving tendency is indi­ 
cated by the gain in the last week of 
$144,941. 
Most of tho roads in the southwest 
and west make a favorable compari­ 
son with last year, but a falling off 
of $325,000 in the earnings of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific and a less pronounced 
decrease of one or two other roads in 
the southwest have adverse effect on 
the total of the entire section. 
While the roads in the south do not 
make quite such a favorable showing 
as a few weeks ago, the majority of 
the leading systems report more or 
less gain, and as 
these 
increases 
more than offset the contraction of a 
few other roads, the total exhibits 
considerable improvement.
